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INTRODUCTION 


Town  Hall,  Shipley. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 
Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1956. 

There  was  a slight  fall  in  the  population,  which  trend  is  likely 
to  continue  in  this  part  of  the  West  Riding.  Births  were  fewer  than 
in  1955,  and  the  Standardised  Rate  fell  from  14.2  to  13.6.  Deaths 
also  were  fewer,  but  the  Standardised  Rate — 12.4  against  12.7  for 
the  previous  year — was  due  to  a change  in  the  method  of  assessing 
the  comparability  factor.  It  is  notable  that  there  was  a sharp  rise  in 
the  number  of  deaths,  mostly  aged  persons,  occurring  in  Hospital. 
Little  change  occurred  in  the  Infant  Mortality.  It  is  of  interest, 
however,  that  all  deaths  in  infancy  were  due  to  congenital  malform- 
ation or  disease  in  the  first  few  weeks  of  life.  This  justifies  the 
increasing  attention  paid  to  ante-natal  care  of  the  mother  as  being  a 
profitable  means  of  further  reducing  Infant  Mortality. 

The  Cancer  Death  Rate  is  high,  but  this  is  due  to  some  extent 
to  the  ageing  population.  It  must,  however,  be  impressed  on  the 
population  the  necessity  to  seek  medical  advice  early,  for  a sensible 
confidence  in  the  family  practitioner  at  the  right  time  would  save  lives. 
The  single  largest  cause  of  death  is  Cardio  Vascular  Disease  in  the 
middle-aged  and  elderly.  It  is  interesting  to  note,  however,  that 
death  from  Diabetes,  Nephritis,  Hepatitis  have  diminished.  This 
may  reflect  changing  dietic  and  improved  personal  habits. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

Myrtle  Park  is  now  an  active  and  flourishing  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  and  one  wing  of  the  building  is  adapted  for  the  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Association  as  a Social  Centre.  Further  extension  took  place 
in  the  Home  Help  Service,  the  work  of  which  is  much  appreciated 
by  the  sick,  aged  and  infirm.  The  body  of  the  Report  contains 
references  to  Care  and  After  Care,  care  of  aged  persons,  the  work  of 
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the  Health  Visitors,  Midwives  and  District  Nurses.  These  Services 
of  course  are  backed  by  the  Environmental  Services  of  the  Local 
Authority  and  rehousing  persons  living  in  houses  unfit  for  human 
habitation. 

I have  been  indebted  to  your  Chairman  for  his  active  personal 
interest  in  the  public  health  of  Bingley.  I am  also  indebted  to  the 
members  of  the  Council  and  fellow  Officials  for  their  continued  help 
and  assistance.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

In  this  brief  introduction  to  my  Report  for  1956  I must  again 
refer  to  continued  staff  shortage.  On  the  manual  side  the  position 
improved  a little,  but  the  shortage  of  Public  Health  Inspectors  became 
even  more  acute.  Mr.  Holmes,  the  senior  additional  Inspector  left 
in  February  1956  to  take  up  a post  at  Brighton  after  only  8 months 
service  while  Mr.  Jagger  the  Junior  additional  Inspector  left  in  Nov- 
ember 1956  to  take  up  a post  at  Leeds.  His  place  has  not  been  filled. 
Mr.  Aveyard  was  appointed  in  place  of  Mr.  Holmes  in  May,  1956. 

Despite  these  difficulties  good  progress  was  made,  particularly  in 
relation  to  administration  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  in  main- 
taining the  programme  of  clearance  of  unfit  houses  and  improving  the 
Public  Cleansing  service.  A lot  of  work  was  done  in  connection  with 
the  elimination  of  Brucellosis  in  local  dairy  herds,  by  frequent 
sampling  and  use  of  the  ‘Ring’  Test. 

Further  details  will  be  found  in  my  report  on  pages  23  to  38. 

I must  acknowledge  my  appreciation  of  the  continued  interest 
and  support  of  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee. 
I received  valued  co-operation  from  the  Clerk,  Medical  Officer  and 
other  Chief  Officials  and  I am  very  indebted  to  my  own  staff  for  their 
hard  work  throughout  the  year.

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Social  Conditions 


The  town  has  a busy  industrial  centre^  wool  being  the  staple 
industry,  although  joinery  works,  tanning,  engineering  and  other  manu- 
factures contribute  to  local  employment.  The  perimeter  of  Bingley 
is  residential,  wkh  numerous  farms,  and  beyond  is  a green  belt  includ- 
ing the  well  known  moors.  Administratively  the  urban  district  is  a 
distinctive  unit,  clearly  separate  from  the  adjoining  towns  of  Shipley 
Keighley  and  Bradford. 

A Town  Planning  Scheme,  operating  since  1936  under  the  Town 
Planning  Act,  1932,  embraces  an  area  of  11,259  acres.  The  area  of 
Private  Open  Spaces  is  1,133  acres,  the  residential  building  area 
5,897  acres,  and  the  industrial  building  area  133  acres.  Preliminary 
work  has  been  carried  out  reviewing  this  Scheme  since  the  end  of  the 
War. 


Population  and  Employment

The  population  shows  the  features  of  West  Riding  woollen  towns 
influencki,  however,  by  the  residential  character  of  the  District. 
The  numerical  predominance  of  women  and  the  high  percentage  of 
women  workers,  married  and  unmarried  is  a general  feature 
of  the  West  Riding.  The  social  class  distribution  of  the  population  is 
striking,  there  being  a high  percentage  of  Executive,  Managerial  and 
Professional  people,  e.g.,  per  1,000  the  figures  given  are: —

Since  the  second  world  war  the  total  population  of  Bingley  has 
remained  steady,  small  natural  increments  being  balanced  by  emigra- 
tion. The  significant  trend  is  ageing  of  the  population  with  marked 
diminution  in  the  number  of  (a)  pre-school  children,  (b)  school 
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children,  (c)  child  bearing  women,  and  an  increase  in  the  age 
group  over  65  which  exceeds  the  national  figures. 

The  post-war  bulge  in  the  Birth  Rate  is  now  smoothed  out,  and 
future  improvements  in  mortality  rate  of  young  age  groups  are  un- 
likely to  affect  populational  statistics. 

Unemployment  was  mostly  of  a temporary  character  and  figures 
remain  low. 

GENERAL  PUBLIC  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA, 

Medical  Pratitioaers  Liaison 

The  adminstrative  Health  Division  comprising  Bingley,  Shipley, 
Baildon  and  Denholme  is  a compact  area.  The  General  Practitioners 
are  in  close  proximity  to  the  Health  Department,  and  success  can  be 
claimed  in  obtaining  a high  degree  of  co-operation.  Traditional 
links  e g.  in  Tuberculosis  and  Infectious  Disease,  in  District  Nursing 
and  Midwifery,  are  as  strong  as  ever,  and  the  School  Health  Service 
has  always  attracted  the  sympathetic  understanding  of  the  private 
Doctor.  In  the  past  Clinics  and  Health  Visiting  presented  difficulties, 
but  the  changes  involved  in  the  Health  Service  Act,  greater  interest 
in  the  medico-social  care  of  the  aged,  in  After  Care,  in  the  provision 
of  accommodation,  and  in  welfare  relief,  have  tended  to  cement  relat- 
ions between  Health  Visitor  and  General  Medical  Practitioner.  I 
am  indebted  to  the  Doctors  for  their  courtesy  to  the  Nursing  Staff, 
and  recognise  how  the  community  has  benefited  from  this  increased 
co-operation. 


Hospital  Services. 

(a)  Maternity  cases  other  than  domiciliary  work  were  admitted 
to  the  Maternity  Home,  Shipley,  Keighley  St.  John’s,  Bradford  St. 
Luke’s  and  Cawder  Ghyll  Maternity  Home,  Skipton.  Abnormal 
cases  are  either  cared  for  at  Bradford  St.  Luke’s  or  Keighley  Victoria. 
Beds  are  usually  available  for  expectant  mothers  who  wish  accom- 
modation, but  not  all  can  be  found  accommodation  in  the  Home  or 
Hospital  of  their  choice.  A very  satisfactory  service  exists,  however, 
and  we  enjoy  full  co-operation  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of 
Keighley  and  Skipton,  also  the  staff  of  Hospitals  and  Homes. 

(b)  Infectious  disease  cases  are  either  sent  by  the  Medical 
Practitioner  direct  or  through  the  offices  of  the  Health  Department  to 
Leeds  Road,  Bradford  or  Morton  Banks,  Keighley.  We  are  indebted 
to  Drs.  Beach  and  Barker  also  matrons  and  staff  of  these  Hospitals 
for  their  co-operation. 

(c)  Chronic  sick  are  admitted  variously  to  Raikeswood,  Keighley 
St.  John’s,  Thornton  View,  Calverley  or  Stoney  Ridge  through  the 
Hospital  Management  Committees  of  Bradford  ‘B’  or  the  Keighley, 
Bingley  Group. 
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(d)  Infirm  aged  were  accommodated  in  Part  III  (County  Welfare 
Homes)  at  Thornton  View,  Clayton,  The  Shroggs,  Steeton  and  Hill- 
worth  Lodge,  Keighley.  A close  link  is  maintained  with  the  Welfare 
Officers  who  carry  out  this  work. 

(e)  Cases  of  mental  and  nervous  disorder  are  admitted  either  to 
Menston  or  Scalebor  Park. 

The  service  of  Health  Visitors  is  increasing  rapidly  in  relation  to 
arrangements  for  priority  admission  to  Hospital  of  elderly  patients. 
This  applies  more  so  to  After  Care.  There  is  most  gratifying  progress 
in  co-operation  between  the  Almoners  and  Health  Visitors. 


Shipley  Maternity  Home 

Shipley  Maternity  Home  has  20  beds  for  normal  patients.  Ad- 
missions are  arranged  by  Matron  in  consultation  with  Doctors  and 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Discharge  of  patients  is  notified  to 
the  Health  Department,  and  Midwives  visit  mothers  and  their  babies 
until  the  twenty-eighth  day.  Thereafter  the  Health  Visitor  is  res- 
ponsible for  health  education  of  mother  and  her  family. 

Nursing  Homes. 

There  are  3 private  Nursing  Homes  within  the  Bingley  Urban 
District  as  follows: — 

(a)  “ Thomfield,”  Micklethwaite,  Bingley — Proprietress:  Mrs. 
E.  Brown — 11  beds  (7  maternity,  4 medical  cases). 

(b)  “ Elmhurst  ” Nursing  Home,  Hall  Bank  Drive,  Bingley 
— Proprietress,  Mrs.  J.  Pennington — 6 beds  (medical 
cases). 

(c)  “The  Blue  Dawn”,  Priesthorpe  Lane,  Bingley — The 
Misses  Bulcock  and  Burrows — 20  beds  (medical  and 
surgical). 

Each  is  subject  to  inspection  on  behalf  of  the  licensing  authority 
by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer.

Myrtle  Park  Centre  became  vacant  after  the  closure  of  the  Day 
Nursery  in  May,  1955  and  Clinic  Services  were  transferred  from  the 
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Old  Technical  Institute,  Mornington  Road.  The  County  Council 
approved  the  use  of  the  south  wing  by  the  Bingley  Old  People’s 
Welfare  Association.  The  remainder  of  accommodation  is  used  for 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work,  plus  the  sale  of  milk  foods. 

The  south  wing  has  been  extensively  altered  by  the  Voluntary 
Association.  Additional  lavatories,  washhand  basins  and  the  con- 
version of  accommodation  to  a recreation  hall  with  improved  heating 
facilities  and  extensive  redecoration  has  created  a charming  Centre 
which  it  is  a pleasure  to  visit.  The  setting  of  the  Centre  and  local 
amenities  are  ideal  for  the  extensive  use  which  the  premises  enjoy. 

Royd  House,  Wilsden. 

The  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  was  held  fortnightly  on  Tuesdays,  2 
p.m.  to  4 p.m.,  when  a Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  were  in  attendance. 

Memorial  HaU,  Harden* 

The  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  was  held  fortnightly  on  Wednesdays,  2 
p.m.  to  4 p.m.,  when  a doctor  and  Health  Visitor  were  in  attendance. 

Church  Schoolroom,  Cullingworth* 

The  Infant  Welfare  Clinic  was  held  fortnightly  on  Wednesdays, 
from  2 p.m.  to  4 p.m.,  when  a Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  were  in 
attendance. 

Cottingley 

The  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  fortnightly  on  Wednesday 
afternoons,  and  the  Doctor  and  Health  Visitor  are  in  attendance. 
Welfare  Foods  are  sold,  in  addition  to  the  usual  County  provisions, 
and  voluntary  helpers  assist  in  general  duties.  There  is  ample  accom- 
modation, and  a separate  room  for  Doctor  and  Health  visitor  consult- 
ations. The  old  village  of  Cottingley  and  new  estate  residents  are 
thereby  saved  the  inconvenience  of  journeying  with  prams  into  the 
Bingley  Centre. 

Bingley  Hospital* 

Bingley  Hospital  has  68  beds  for  general  medical  and  surgical 
cases.  The  Hospital  is  controlled  by  the  Keighley,  Skipton  and 
Bingley  H.M.C.  Patients  are  cared  for  by  their  own  private  Medical 
Practitioners  who  call  on  the  services  of  Consultants  from  Keighley 
and  Bradford. 

Nursing  staff  under  Matron  are  a Sister  and  approximately  25 
Nurses,  and  there  are  additionally  Ward  Orderlies  and  Nursing 
Trainees. 

Ambulances* 

Bingley  is  served  by  the  Keighley  Depot  of  the  West  Riding 
County  Ambulance  Service  and  relief  work  is  undertaken  by  Shipley 
Dockfield  Depot.

Day  Nurseries 

The  Day  Nursery  at  Park  Street,  Saltaire  offers  accommodation 
for  50  children.  The  building  is  ad  hoc,  with  all  modem  facilities 
available.  The  following  categories  of  child  are  admitted 

(a)  The  young  child  whose  mother  is  ill  or  having  a baby. 

(b)  The  illegitimate  child  whose  mother  is  seeking  work. 

(c)  The  young  child  of  the  widow  who  must  educate  and 
support  her  family  unassisted  and  also  the  young  child 
of  the  mother  whose  husband  is  ill. 


Children  in  the  above  categories  are  only  admitted: - 

(i)  if  the  mother  is  not  working,  except  where  she  is 
the  principal  support  of  the  family. 

(ii)  where  the  father  is  deprived  of  the  services  of  his 
wife  by  reasons  of  death,  divorce  or  separation  and 
has  no  housekeeper. 

DOMICILIARY  SERVICES. 

Care  of  the  Aqed. 

Hospital  accommodation  is  afforded  the  aged  sick  at  St.  John’s 
Hospital,  Keighley,  Raikeswood,  and  sometimes  Clayton,  Bradford. 
Accommodation  for  the  infirm  aged,  and  Hostel  accommodation,  is 
provided  at — 

“ The  Shroggs,”  Steeton — 16  places  for  v/omen. 

Hillworth  Lodge,  Keighley — accommodation  for  200  men  and 
women,  and 

Morton  Banks,  Riddlesden — accommodation  for  20  men. 

Other  accommodation  is  sometimes  available  further  afield,  e.g.  in 
small  County  Homes  at  Wetherby  and  Farfield  Hall. 

Mrs.  Binns  supplied  an  interesting  report  as  Secretary  of  the 
Bingley  Old  People’s  Welfare  Association  for  the  year  1955/56.  She 
listed  a number  of  meetings,  trips,  garden  parties  and  social  functions 
which  culminated  in  the  opening  of  the  new  centre  on  June  23rd, 
1956.  The  following  extract  is  taken  from  her  Report  of  September, 
1956. 
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June  23rd.  Opening  of  New  Centre — 11.0  a.m. 

Councillor  Escritt  presided  and  complimented  the  Chairman 
Councillor  Flanagan  on  the  amount  of  time  and  work  he  had  put  in 
to  make  this  venture  a success.  The  official  opener  was  Mr.  Dave 
Morris,  B.B.C.  Comedian.  Also  on  the  platform  were  Mrs.  Escritt, 
Mrs.  Morris,  the  Vice-Chairman — Mrs.  W.  Clifford  Allison,  Miss 
Vera  C.  Boards — Hon.  Secretary  Yorkshire  Council  for  Old  People’s 
Welfare,  Mr.  Geoffrey  Hirst,  T.D.,  M.P. 

Mr.  Geoffrey  Hirst  promised  to  give  an  electric  clock,  and  this 
has  since  been  installed. 

Grateful  thanks  were  extended  by  the  Chairman  to  the  West 
Riding  County  Council,  the  Bingley  U.D.C.,  Voluntary  Organisations, 
subscribers  and  voluntary  helpers.  The  Amplifier,  the  gift  of  the 
Bingley  Rotary  Club,  proved  a great  asset,  with  extensions  into  the 
Park  kindly  loaned  by  Mr.  L.  S.  Dyer.  The  curtains  (given  and 
made  by  the  Soroptimist  Club)  the  vases  of  flowers  and  the  trim 
gardens  outside  made  a very  colourful  picture. 

The  opening  was  followed  by  a Bring  and  Buy  Sale  held  in  the 
Infant  Welfare  Centre  by  courtesy  of  Dr.  J.  Battersby,  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer.  Special  mention  of  the  Inner  Wheel  for  their  help 
in  running  a stall.  The  entire  day  was  a great  success. 

July.  Two  garden  seats  were  presented.  One  in  memory  of  Mr.  J. 
Endaf  Rees  from  his  colleagues  of  the  Round  Table,  and  one  from 
Councillor  and  Mrs.  J.  A.  Flanagan.  A wireless  set  was  given  by  Mr. 
J.  Maurice  Hey,  books  by  Miss  M.  Perfect,  and  a dartboard  by  Mr. 
W.  Hempel  junr. 

During  the  year  the  Visiting  Committee  have  visited  members 
in  hospital  and  in  their  own  homes,  taking  gifts  of  fruit  and  flowers 
purchased  from  weekly  collections  by  the  members.  The  Committee 
are  now  considering  a chiropody  service,  and  a fuller  visiting  service 
incorporating  the  W.V.S.  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Bruce,  and 
possibly  meals  on  wheels  for  housebound,  invalids,  blind  and  aged. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  on  the  register  was  85,  and 
the  number  of  deaths  9. 

In  concluding  this  report  it  is  my  desire  to  thank  the  President, 
Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  Social  Secretary,  the  Hon.  Treasurer,  Hon. 
Auditor,  Miss  Stirk,  the  members  of  the  Committee,  the  Rota  Ladies 
and  all  who  have  entertained  the  members,  and  the  Press,  for  all  the 
help  received  during  my  second  year  as  Secretary.” 

Home  Nursing. 

This  service  is  one  of  our  closest  links  with  General  Medical 
Practitioners,  since  the  Nurse  acts  under  the  direction  of  the  Doctor 
to  relieve  sickness  and  infirmity.  The  work  of  the  Nurse  overlaps 
both  the  curative  and  preventive  fields,  demanding  experience  in 
clinical  work  and  the  ability  to  teach  health  educational  principles  in 
the  home.  In  few  other  spheres  is  a Nurse  presented  with  greater 
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opportunity  and  if  the  work  is  less  spectacular  than  some  other  fields 
of  medicine,  its  influence  is  none  the  less  profound,  for  the  Nurse,  by 
rcl-'cv^ing  suffering,  can  bring  home  to  the  patient  and  his  or  her 
relatives  the  need  for  healthy  living. 

The  District  Nurse  works  in  close  relationship  to  the  Midwife, 
the  Health  Visitor  and  health  workers  such  as  Home  Helps.  In  this 
Division  she  undertakes  no  Midwifery,  which  specially  is  reserved  for 
the  full-time  Midwife.  The  advantage  accruing  is  that  she  can 
concentrate  on  the  broad  field  of  her  own  subject,  and  specialise  in  the 
acutely  and  chronically  ill  patient  without  interruption  from  the 
harassing  uncertainties  of  child  birth. 

The  character  of  the  work  of  the  Distria  Nurse  has  changed 
in  recent  years.  Tlic  retention  of  elderly  patients  at  home  has  made 
the  nature  of  her  duty  mmeh  heavier  and  reduced  the  total  number  of 
visits.  Bed  nursing,  lifting  and  laying  of  the  patient,  attention  to  bed 
sores,  the  increasing  number  of  elderly  persons  and  the  relatively 
low  number  of  acute  cases  in  the  home  (partly  due  to  the  effect  of 
anti-biotics)  means  that  the  District  Nurse  spends  much  more  time 
on  each  visit.  As  in  ^so  many  other  branches  of  Public  Health  work 
the  number  of  visits  is  a poor  guide  to  the  amount  and  quality  of  work 
done. 

Much  assistance  was  derived  from  the  help  of  supervisory  staff 
at  County  Hall,  and  Nurses  maintain  close  relationship  with  the  Health 
Department. 

Three  full  tim.e  Nurses  serve  Bingley  and  Denholme,  and  a part 
time  Nurse  helps  with  relief  work.  Each  Nurse  has  been  authorised 
the  use  of  a car  while  on  duty.

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE, 

Health  Education  Propaganda. 

Use  was  made  of  the  facilities  provided  by  the  Central  Council 
for  Health  Education.  Propaganda  material  was  provided  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council.  The  following  are  examples  of  the 
steps  taken  to  promote  Elealth  Education  in  the  population: — 

1.  Posters  were  exhibited  on  the  principal  hoardings  centred  in 
the  Division. 
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2.  Leaflets  were  distributed  in  Clinics  to  mothers  on  matters 
related  to  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

3.  Lectures  were  given  by  Medical  Officers  and  Public  Health 
Inspectors  to  the  General  Public,  Parent  Teacher  Associa- 
tions, Clubs  and  other  organisations. 

4.  Distribution  of  leaffets  at  Exhibitions  and  in  Public  Works 
on  Industrial  Health. 

5.  Information  has  been  passed  to  the  Press  in  relation  lo 
Infectious  Disease  and  other  subjects  when  appropriate. 

These  steps  are,  of  course,  additional  to  intensive  propaganda 
in  the  home  through  the  various  health  workers  of  the  Department. 


Hospitals. 

Progress  has  been  recorded  in  the  establishment  of  Care  and 
After  Care  Service,  and  an  increase  occurred  in  the  number  of  requests 
for  socio-medical  reports  from  Hospital.  Entirely  satisfactory  arrange- 
ments exist  with  the  Tuberculosis  Service,  Infectious  Disease  Service 
and  Maternity  Home,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for  notifica- 
tion of  admission  and  discharge  from  the  Keighley  Group  Hospitals. 

At  the  Bradford  ‘A’  and  ‘B’  Groups  liaison  by  letter  and  tele- 
phone between  Almoner  and  Health  Visitor  on  behalf  of  Shipley 
residents  is  close.  Notification  of  either  admission  or  discharge,  which 
in  the  case  of  school  children  and  aged  persons  would  be  important 
to  the  Health  Departoient,  is  not  practised. 

For  persons  discharged  from  hospital.  District  Nurses  provide 
from  stock  minor  equipment  such  as  bed  pans,  rubber  sheets,  air  rings, 
and  larger  items,  e g.  mattresses  and  invalid  chairs,  are  supplied  from 
divisional  stocks.  Extra  milk  on  the  advice  of  the  Chest  Physician 
is  supplied  to  the  Tuberculous,  and  such  matters  as  provision  of  Home 
Helps,  District  Nurses,  attention  to  housing  needs,  reference  to  Nat- 
ional Assistance  Board,  Welfare  Officers  and  help  from  Charities  such 
as  the  Salts  Trust,  are  all  matters  within  the  province  of  After  Care. 


Recuperative  Home  Treatment. 

There  are  five  Recuperative  Homes  for  mothers  and  children, 
that  is,  for  mothers  who  are  in  need  of  a rest  and  change  of  air  and 
cannot  go  without  taking  their  young  children  with  them.

Home  Help  Service. 

During  1956  the  demand  for  the  services  of  Home  Helps  contin- 
ued steadily  to  increase. 

Recruitment  of  suitable  women  as  Home  Helps  against  the  com- 
petitive claims  of  industry  continues  to  prove  a problem.  The 
majority  of  women  are  in  need  of  full-time  regular  employment,  and 
are  wary  of  working  for  the  Service  without  guaranteed  work.  Those 
anxious  to  obtain  part-time  employment  are  invariably  married 
women  with  young  children,  and  while  their  work  has,  in  the  main, 
been  of  a high  standard  and  greatly  appreciated  by  the  public,  there 
is  an  ever-present  possibility  of  absence  on  account  of  the  children. 

The  greatest  need  occurs  in  relation  to  the  aged,  many  of  whose 
relatives  are  in  employment,  and,  having  children  of  their  own,  are 
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unable  to  care  for  the  old  people.  In  some  cases  the  elderly  are 
neglected  by  relatives  and  left  entirely  dependent  upon  help  from  the 
Service.  Latterly  the  demands  of  the  Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service 
and  the  increased  popularity  of  Home  Helps  have  tended  to  deviate 
service  from  the  sick  infirm  aged  to  the  expectant  mother.  There  is 
constant  need  to  check  the  genuine  priority  of  each  request  for  help. 

Occasionally  Home  Helps  attending  cases  over  a long  period 
and  giving  entire  satisfaction,  are  persuaded  to  work  privately  in  the 
household.  Although  this  saves  hours,  it  deprives  the  Service  of 
personnel. 

Withal  the  Service  is  much  appreciated,  especially  by  aged 
persons  living  alone,  and  by  elderly  couples  when  illness  befalls. 
Fears  of  having  to  give  up  their  homes  arc  quickly  dispelled  by 
practical  help  given  by  kindly,  cheerful  women.

General  Administration. 

The  Public  Health  Office  at  the  Town  Hall,  Shipley  accom- 
modates the  staff  of  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  the  Local 
Health  Authority.  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  available  at  the 
Town  Hall,  Bingley.  Health  Visitors  for  Bingley  and  Denholme  are 
placed  at  the  Myrtle  Park  Child  Welfare  Centre,  and  facilities  for 
interviews,  office  work  are  available  as  well  as  the  usual  clinical 
provisions.  Welfare  foods  are  sold,  and  special  services  such  as 
Speech  Therapy,  Physiotherapy  and  Ultra  Violet  Radiation  provided. 
Midwives,  District  Nurses  and  Health  Visitors  have  telephones  in  their 
homes,  which  link  them  with  Medical  Practitioner  and  Hospital 
Services.  An  endeavour  has  been  to  provide  as  comprehensive  a local 
Service  as  will  meet  the  varied  needs  of  Maternal  and  Infant  Welfare, 
the  school  child  and  aged  person.  Progress  has  continued  in  our 
work  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  Welfare  Authorities  and 
Voluntary  Associations. 
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Laboratory  Service. 

Existing  arrangements  for  collection,  delivery,  examination  and 
reports  on  specimens  and  consequent  preventive  action  remain  un- 
changed. 

Practically  all  samples,  bacteriological,  water,  and  milk  were  sub- 
mitted during  the  year  to  the  Bradford  Laboratory  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council.  Prompt  delivery  secures  early  reports,  and  delay 
is  minimised  by  the  proximity  of  the  Laboratory  and  a preliminary 
telephone  report  from  the  Bacteriologist.  This  has  been  of  great 
^rvice  in  many  different  ways,  reducing,  for  example,  Dcriods  of 
exclusion  from  school,  nursery,  and  work;  providing  early  diagnosis 
and  permitting  early  preventive  action  in  the  control  of  infectious 
disease. 

We  have  again  been  indebted  to  Dr.  Smith  and  staff  for  their 
consistent  courtesy  and  expert  help  throughout  the  year.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 

The  incidence  was  the  lowest  for  many  years,  and  there  was  no 
major  outbreak  of  importance.  This  gives  no  ground  whatsoever  for 
complacency.  The  control  of  epidemic  infection  by  appropriate 
preventive  measures  is  as  necessary  now  as  ever,  and  the  recurrence 
of  Measles,  Whooping  Cough,  Scarlet  Fever,  Poliomyelitis,  Sonne 
Dysentery  and  Food  Poisoning  present  both  a threat  and  challenge 
For  constant  vigilance  is  the  price  of  security  against  epidemic  disease. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report,  that  there  were  only  4 notifications 
of  Scarlet  Fever  and  4 of  Whooping  Cough.  There  was  a complete 
absence  of  notifications  of  Measles  (in  a non-epidemic  year).  Dysen- 
tery, Poliomyelitis  and  other  infections  of  the  central  nervous  system 
One  isolated  case  of  Salmonellosis  was  notified.  This  type  of 
infection  is  usually  classified  with  Food  Poisoning  organisms. 
Tuberculosis. 

A majority  of  fresh  cases  notified,  and  all  deaths  ascribed  to 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  were  in  older  age  groups.  This  is  a feature 
of  current  Tuberculosis  statistics.  The  complex  organisation  for  the 
control  and  prevention  of  Tuberculosis,  both  human  and  bovine. 
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progresses  steadily  towards  the  ultimate  goal  of  eradication.  Several 
Ministries  are  involved,  and  all  parts  of  the  National  Health  Service. 
The  dovetailing  of  work  of  Medical  Practitioners,  Health  Inspectors, 
Health  Visitors,  Radiography  Service  and  medical  and  surgical  care, 
is  representative  of  many  little  advertised  spheres  of  activity. 

Scabies  and  Verminous  Infestation, 

Alterations  in  the  Central  Area  of  Shipley  led  to  the  demolition  of 
the  Cleansing  Centre.  At  no  time  has  the  condition  of  the  population 
generally  justified  new  provisions,  as  we  have  a satisfactory  arrange- 
ment with  neighbouring  authorities  to  meet  the  occasional  case  or 
family  infestation.  As  a matter  of  policy  disinfestation,  where  poss- 
ible, is  carried  out  in  the  home  with  the  co-operation  of  the  family 
Doctor.  Vigilant  supervision  is  maintained  by  the  Health  Visitors 
in  the  schools,  with  co-operation  of  teachers  and  parents,  and  although 
periodically  the  odd  school  shows  some  infestation  among  school 
children,  general  returns  in  the  area  are  good.

B.C.G. 

Parents  of  13  year  old  children  who  attend  Secondary  Schools 
are  offered  B.C.G.  vaccination  for  their  children.  The  Mantoux  tCvSt 
is  first  applied  to  determine  whether  the  child  has  already  acquired 
resistance  against  Tuberculosis.  Where  such  resistance  is  absent 
B.C.G.  is  administered.  415  children  had  Mantoux  tests,  and  of  these 
314  were  vaccinated.  Subsequent  tests  to  ascertain  the  degree  of 
immunity  developed  are  made  in  the  succeeding  year. 

In  addition  to  the  13  year  old  group,  the  Chest  Physician  and 
his  staff  offer  B C.G.  immunisation  to  contacts  of  known  cases  of 
Tuberculosis.  These  numbered  76. 


Mental  Health  Service. 

Mr.  Greenwood,  the  Duly  Authorised  Officer,  was  responsible 
for  admissions  to  Mental  Hospitals  and  kept  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  informed  throughout  the  year  by  requisite  notices.  Notifica- 
tions of  discharge  were  received  from  the  respective  hospitals. 

The  Occupation  Centre  at  Keighley  for  children  classified  as 
ineducable  provided  accommodation  for  children  from  Keighley  and 
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Shipley  Divisions  and  a few  outwith  these  areas.  Conveyance  by  'bus 
or  taxi  from  central  points,  meals  and  milk  through  the  Education 
Department  continued  to  be  supplied.  Medical  examination,  medical 
records,  dental  services  and  clinic  facilities  were  maintained.  Super- 
visor members  of  the  staff  as  part  of  their  duties  escorted  children 
to  and  from  the  Centre.

Section  I. 

FOOD  SUPPLIES — Inspection  and  Supervision. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  has  requested  that  additional  information 
be  supplied  in  relation  to  Food  and  the  following  paragraphs  I to 
VIII  give  the  desired  information. 


( 1 ) Number  of  Food  Premises.  The  total  number  of  food  premises 
in  Bingley  is  466.  Classified  by  type  of  business  the  number  of  such

(II)  Registered  Food 

Premises. 

The  number  of  food  premises,  by 

type,  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 
is  235. 

(III)  Inspections  of  Registered  Premises.  The  total  number  of  regis- 
tred  food  premises  was  110.  The  general  condition  of  these  premises 
is  fairly  satisfactory  although  additional  equipment  in  the  form  of 
separate  sinks  and  washbasins  is  now  necessary.  Other  inspections 
of  food  premises  totalled  188. 

(IV)  Educational  activity  was  confined  to  careful  instruction  to  food 
handlers  during  visits  of  inspection.  Lectures  have  been  given  in 
previous  years  to  food  handlers  and  also  to  the  general  public.  No 
steps  have  so  far  been  thought  necessary  in  regard  to  the  establishment 
of  Clean  Food  Guilds. 

(V)  Condemned  Food.  The  general  method  of  disposal  of  con- 
demned food  is  by  burial  with  addition  of  Chloride  of  Lime.  Some 
types  of  condemned  tinned  food  are  used  for  animal  feeding. 

(VI)  Special  Examination.  No  special  examination  of  stocks  of 
food  was  necessary. 

(VII)  Ice  Cream.  There  is  only  one  manufacturer  of  ice  cream  in 
the  area,  and  this  is  for  his  own  trade.  All  other  dealers  sell  products 
manufactured  in  other  areas  and  virtually  the  whole  of  this  supply  is 
prepacked. 


(VIII)  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955-6,  Steps  were  taken  to 
actively  administer  these  important  Regulations.  Within  a week  of 
the  date  of  their  operation  every  food  trader  was  sent  a letter  explain- 
ing and  summarising  the  requirements.  A special  Committee  was 
appointed  by  the  North  Eastern  Centre  of  the  Public  Health  Officers 
Association  to  draw  up  a code  of  recommendations  as  regards  inter- 
pretation of  these  Regulations  in  the  hope  that  this  would  lead  to 
uniformity  of  administration  throughout  N.E.  England.  Your  officer 
served  on  this  Committee  and  its  recommendations  were  made  avail- 
able to  Local  Authorities  early  in  1956. 

A very  detailed  survey  of  all  food  premises  in  your  area  was  put 
in  hand  and  work  continued  so  far  as  other  pressing  duties  permitted 
throughout  the  year.  The  chief  requirements  related  to  protection  of 
food  against  contamination,  provision  of  washhand  basins,  hot  water 
supplies  etc.  The  only  real  difficulty  that  arose  concerned  the  provis- 
ion of  additional  washhand  basins  in  sweet  shops  where  most  of  the 
food  is  wrapped.  Discussions  took  place  with  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  the  Chamber  of  Trade  on  this  point.  It  was  eventually  decided 
that  special  cases  like  these  be  considered  by  the  Health  Committee 
under  Article  31  of  the-Regulations. 

MILK  SUPPLY, 

Although  supervision  of  the  production  of  milk  is  the  respons- 
ibility of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  farms  are 
still  visited  in  order  to  take  samples  of  milk  for  submission  to  the 
biological,  methylene  blue,  and  “ring”  tests.  The  latter  test  is  done 
to  determine  whether  Brucella  Abortus  is  present  and  has  been  started 
because  of  the  occurrence  of  cases  of  undulant  fever.  The  number 
of  bulk  samples  found  to  be  so  affected  was  23.  75  group  and  129 

individual  samples  were  taken  to  determine  the  affected  cows. 
Eventually  orders  were  made  prohibiting  the  sale  of  milk  in  its  raw 
state  from  45  cows  and  most  of  these  were  dried  off  and  sold  for 
slaughter. 

No  samples  were  positive  to  the  Biological  test  while  9 samples 
did  not  satisfy  the  Methylene  Blue  test.  The  results  of  these  latter 
samples  were  reported  to  the  County  Milk  Production  Officer. 

The  sale  of  milk  from  cans  has  virtually  ceased  and  will  be 
prohibited  by  the  end  of  1957  after  which  the  only  types  of  milk 
which  may  be  sold  will  be  as  follows: —

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MEAT  SUPPLY, 


There  are  three  licensed  Slaughterhouses  in  the  area  but  only  one 
was  in  constant  use.  This  is  in  good  order  and  additional  accom- 
modation for  storage  of  bye  products  was  added  during  the  year. 
Grading  and  certification  of  pigs  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  ofAgric- 
ulture  was  continued.  New  Slaughterhouse  Byelaws  were  approved.

Section  II, 

ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE, 

Public  Cleansing, 

During  the  year  the  labour  position  improved  a little,  helped,  to 
some  degree  by  adoption  of  an  incentive  bonus.  It  was  possible  to 
carry  out  a regular  weekly  clearance  of  dustbins  apart  from  a short 
periods  towards  the  end  of  the  winter  when  half  of  the  men  were 
away  ill. 
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Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  with  13  collectors  using  4 side 
loading  vehicles.  In  view  of  the  continued  increase  in  the  amount  of 
refuse  collected  it  was  decided  to  purchase,  after  careful  tests,  a large 
‘fore  and  aft’  tipper  with  a capacity  of  18  cubic  yards — nearly  double 
that  of  the  side  loading  type,  and  delivery  is  expected  in  1957. 

The  total  number  of  bins  emptied  during  the  year  was  397,773. 
The  dustbin  incentive  bonus  scheme  proved  to  be  of  value  in  some 
respects.  Under  it  the  men  are  paid  l-|d.  for  each  bin  emptied  in 
excess  of  625  per  man  per  week.  The  amount  of  salvage  collected 
declined  although  the  men  are  entitled  to  bonus  when  over  60  tons  is 
collected  in  three  months.  As  the  decline  coincided  with  a restriction 
on  sales  of  baled  waste  paper  this  did  not  matter  so  much  as  it  would 
otherwise  have  done.  Plans  are  in  hand  for  increasing  the  collection 
of  salvage  as  soon  as  the  restriction  is  removed.  The  income  from 
salvaged  paper  for  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31st,  1956  was 
£1,729,  and  from  scrap  metals  £39  16s.  6d. 

During  the  year  the  scheme  of  tipping  in  the  old  Bingley  Bog 
for  the  owners  of  the  Bingley  Auction  Mart  was  completed  and  this 
has  allowed  for  the  construction  of  a large  car  park  and  grass  paddock 
for  grazing  of  sheep  and  cattle.  Work  then  commenced  on  the  con- 
struction of  a very  large  sludge  lagoon  at  Dowley  Gap  which  will  be 
capable  of  dealing  with  all  sludge  from  the  Sewage  Works  for  many 
years  to  come.  Application  was  made  for  planning  permission  to  tip 
on  several  acres  of  low  lying  land  which  is  privately  owned  near 
Keighley  Road  adjoining  the  Trunk  Road  at  the  North  entrance  to  the 
town.  The  chief  advantage  of  this  site  would  be  its  central  and 
accessible  position. 

The  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  compared  very  favour- 
ably with  other  Urban  Districts.  The  Costing  Returns  of  Public 
Cleansing,  published  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1956  gives  the  following 
statistics.

It  will  surprise  most  people  to  learn  that  despite  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  houses  since  1939  of  870  and  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  bins  to  be  emptied  of  3,548  the  total  staff  employed  on  refuse 
collection  and  disposal  has  fallen  from  21  to  19.  And  this  despite 
shorter  hours,  increased  holidays  and  introduction  of  a five  day 
working  week  over  the  major  portion  of  the  year. 

Gulley  Cleansing  was  carried  out  by  a Karrier  Yorkshire  Gulley 
Emptier  with  driver  and  labourers.  The  total  number  of  gulley 
cleansings  was  15,110.  The  number  of  gullies  to  be  cleansed  was 
4,290,  giving  an  average  frequency  of  3.5  times  per  year.  The  total 
number  of  cesspools  emptied  during  the  year  by  the  same  machine 
was  98. 
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Street  Cleansing  is  carried  out  by  4 orderlies  and  a Karrier 
Yorkshire  Mechanical  Sweeper  purchased  in  1955.  Of  robust  con- 
struction this  machine  gave  complete  satisfaction.  The  total  mileage 
of  roads  and  streets  cleansed  by  the  Council  is  over  57  made  up  as

The  trunk  road  is  cleansed  daily  together  with  Chapel  Lane  and 
Park  Road.  Principal  roads  in  the  villages  are  cleansed  at  least  twice 
weekly.  Weed  growth  in  channels  and  on  footpaths  continues  to  be 
a problem  and  despite  the  extensive  use  of  sodium  chlorate  mechanic- 
ally applied  in  the  spring,  the  growth  was  encouraged  by  a wet 
summer.  The  net  cost  per  street  mile  cleansed  in  the  year  ended 
March  31st,  1956  was  £59  (against  an  average  of  £118  for  the  Urban 
Districts).  The  net  cost  of  street  cleansing  per  1000  population  was 
£153  (against  an  average  of  £175  for  the  Urban  Districts).  The 
number  of  miles  swept  by  the  Karrier  Machine  was  1904.  The  Brush 
mileage  was  83  per  set,  and  the  number  of  loads  was  757. 

The  District  is  well  served  with  Public  Conveniences  apart  from 
the  villages  of  Eldwick  and  Gilstead.  Daily  cleansing  is  carried  out 
by  the  street  orderlies  and  one  part-time  attendant.  It  is  most  un- 
fortunate that  because  of  continued  wanton  damage  the  conveniences 
cannot  be  equipped  with  hand  washing  facilities,  toilet  rolls,  coat 
hooks  and  deodorant  blocks,  and  legitimate  users  are  put  to  unnecess- 
ary inconvenience  in  consequence. 

The  public  mortuary,  erected  in  1939,  was  well  maintained.  The 
total  number  of  bodies  received  was  28. 

Control  of  Vermin  Infestation. 

The  Council  employs  a Rodent  Operative  and  Disinfector.  He 
dealt  with  154  rodent  infestations  during  the  year,  none  of  them  being 
really  serious  in  character.  Treatment  of  dwellinghouses  is  carried 
out  without  charge  but  this  privilege  does  not  extend  to  farms  and 
business  premises.  ‘Warfarin’  was  almost  exclusively  used  as  bait. 

880  sewer  manholes  were  treated  during  the  year. 
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30  inspections  were  carried  out  as  regards  detection  of  the 
presence  of  insect  pests  and  20  treatments  were  given. 

The  steam  disinfector  is  little  used  and,  although  it  has  been 
carefully  maintained,  is  reaching  the  end  of  its  useful  life.

Clean  Air. 

It  is  good  to  note  a growing  interest  in  the  Clean  Air  movement 
both  on  the  part  of  the  press  and  by  the  public.  Although  the  problem 
is  not  so  serious  in  Bingley  as  it  is  in  nearby  larger  towns  it  is  quite 
bad  enough.  For  example  the  measured  soot  fall  during  the  year  was 
equivalent  to  123.4  tons  per  square  mile  representing  a total  annual 
fall  over  the  district’s  area  (18  square  miles)  of  2,221  tons. 

When  this  sort  of  thing  has  persisted  for  over  a century,  public 
feeling  is  not  easily  aroused  unless  there  should  be  a prolonged  fog 
with  its  attendant  danger  and  discomfort.  Even  though  the  Clean 
Air  Act  is  now  on  the  Statute  Book  its  operation  will  be  so  slow  that 
older  generations  will  not  live  to  see  many  beneficient  effects.  No 
doubt  the  citizens  in  the  21st  century  will  look  back  and  shudder  at 
the  smoke  laden  years  of  the  20th  century  with  something  like  the  same 
horror  with  which  we  now  regard  the  epidemics  of  cholera  of  the  19th 
century. 

The  amount  of  industrial  smoke  emitted  is  declining  due  to  more 
extensive  use  of  electricity  and  fuel  oil.  162  observations  of  factory 
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chimneys  were  made  during  the  year  but  excessive  amounts  of  black 
smoke  were  only  emitted  on  4 occasions.  Most  of  these  excessive 
emissions  were  from  one  plant  and  this  was  modernised  in  the  autumn 
since  when  there  has  been  a marked  improvement. 

The  domestic  chimney  is  probably  responsible  for  the  bulk  of 
the  smoke  nuisance  and  it  is  expected  that  the  Council  will  make 
Byelaws  in  1957  which  will  require  that  smokeless  methods  of  heating 
be  installed  in  all  new  buildings.  Several  lectures  were  given  during 
the  year  in  connection  with  Clean  Air  and  your  Inspector  continued 
to  serve  on  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  West  Riding  Clean  Air 
Advisory  Council. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  two  stations  are  maintained  in  Bingley  for  the  measurement 
of  rainfall,  insoluble  and  soluble  deposits,  and  sulphur  compounds. 

The  following  are  the  details  of  the  measured  pollution  month  by 
month.  The  rainfall  is  given  in  millimetres,  the  insoluble  and  soluble 
deposits  in  rates  of  deposition  in  tons  per  square  mile.  The  Sulphur 
Dioxide  etc.,  in  air,  is  measured  by  the  mean  rate  of  sulphation  of  a 
standard  ‘lead  peroxide  candle’  exposed  in  approved  louvred  box.  The 
amounts  are  expressed  as  ‘milligrams’  of  sulphur  trioxide  fixed  per 
day  per  100  square  centimetres  of  Batch  “A”  standard  lead  peroxide.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

The  Health  Committee  is  responsible  for  the  licensing  of  move- 
able  dwellings  and/or  sites  for  same.  There  are  four  principal  sites 
in  the  area  as  follows:- 

Broadstones,  Sherriff  Lane  — Licensed  for  39  dwellings 

Lodepit  Lane,  Eldwick  — „ „ 7 „

There  are  further  colonies  of  temporary  hutments  (not  move- 
able)  at  Heights  Lane,  Sconce,  Faweather  Grange,  Weecher  and 
Golcar  and  all  of  the  licensed  sites  contain  temporary  hutments  (not 
moveable)  in  addition  to  caravans.  Although  the  majority  of  the 
hutments  and  caravans  are  purely  for  holiday  use  a small  number 
are  permanently  occupied  and  these  will  be  duly  surveyed  in  con- 
nection with  the  Council’s  Housing  Programme. 

The  Licensed  Moveable  dwellings  are  subject  to  certain  condit- 
ions which  have  been  made  more  stringent.  Despite  this  the  general 
position  is  unsatisfactory  particularly  in  relation  to  the  non  moveable 
structures,  and  it  would  seem  that  if  these  temporary  dwellings  are 
to  remain  they  should  at  least  be  modernised  and  made  to  conform 
with  accepted  standards  of  siting,  sanitation  and  general  appearance. 
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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 


The  prevention  of  pollution  of  streams  is  the  duty  of  the  York- 
shire Ouse  Catchment  Board  and  major  cases  of  pollution  are  reported 
to  them.  Minor  cases  are  dealt  with  locally  and  in  all  26  visits  were 
paid  to  streams  in  connection  with  pollution. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Council  supplies  water  in  the  town  of  Bingley  and  the 
villages  of  Cottingley,  Cullingworth  and  Wilsden.  The  Bradford 
Corporation  supplies  water  to  Eldwick,  Gilstead,  Crossflatts  and 
Harden.  The  three  hamlets  of  Flappit,  Ryecroft  and  Low  Springs 
have  to  rely  on  private  supplies. 

Generally  speaking  the  public  supplies  are  essentially  soft  in 
character  and  46  samples  were  taken  to  check  for  plumbo  solvent 
tendencies.  All  were  satisfactory.  117  samples  of  public  supplies 
were  submitted  to  bacteriological  examination  and  18  were  unsatis- 
factory. Examination  of  13  samples  from  private  supplies  showed 
that  9 were  unsatisfactory  and  action  was  taken  in  regard  to  these.  29 
samples  of  private  supplies  were  taken  for  examination  as  to  plumbo 
solvent  tendencies  and  19  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  in  this 
respect.  The  users  were  advised  as  to  precautions  to  be  taken. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Under  this  heading  the  most  outstanding  event  to  be  recorded 
was  what  has  come  to  be  known  as  the  “ Cullingworth  Flood.”  At 
about  7 p.m.  on  June  11th  there  was  a cloudburst  over  Cullingworth 
and  great  volumes  of  water  from  the  uplands  converged  on  the  village. 
The  main  street  was  quickly  filled  with  a torrent  of  water  three  feet 
deep  which  did  tremendous  damage  to  property.  Many  houses  were 
flooded  so  badly  that  furniture  was  ruined,  gardens  were  destroyed 
and  road  surfaces  ripped  up.  A bridge  on  the  main  highway,  A629, 
above  the  village,  collapsed. 

Remedial  measures  were  put  in  hand  next  morning  and  all  poss- 
ible assistance  was  given  to  householders  to  cleanse  their  houses  of  the 
sludge  which  had  been  left  behind  and  to  dry  their  furniture.  A 
detailed  survey  and  assessment  of  the  damage  was  made  and  on  June 
12th  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  opened  a public  appeal  for  assist- 
ance. The  sum  of  £590  was  subscribed  together  with  many  gifts  of 
furniture.  A Committee  was  appointed  to  distribute  this  assistance, 
and  the  Highways  Committee  made  plans  for  the  construction  of  an 
additional  culvert  in  the  centre  of  the  village. 

During  the  year  30  old  drains  were  relaid. 

Considerable  time  was  devoted  to  determining  causes  of  pollution 
of  Wilsden  Beck. 
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PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  195L 

This  Act  provides  that  Pet  Shops  may  only  be  kept  by  persons 
licensed  by  the  Local  Authority  and  that  certain  conditions  are 
provided.  There  are  3 Licensed  Pet  Shops  in  the  area.

HOUSING, 

It  became  clear  during  the  year  that  the  provisions  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1954  which  made  it  possible  for  owners  to  increase  rents  where 
repairs  had  been  carried  out,  and  the  house  concerned  was  in  good 
repair,  were  quite  ineffective.  In  Bingley  it  is  believed  that  very  few 
rents  have  been  increased,  for  no  applications  for  Certificates  of  Dis- 
repair were  received.  The  Government  had  hoped  that  the  Act  would 
work  to  the  mutual  advantage  of  landlord  and  tenant  and  enable 
millions  of  houses  to  be  put  and  kept  in  good  repair.  The  majority 
of  owners  appear  to  prefer  to  leave  rents  as  they  are  rather  than  risk 
an  appeal  by  the  tenant  for  a Certificate  of  Disrepair. 

The  provision  for  the  making  of  Improvement  Grants  for  half 
cost  of  provision  of  bathroom,  hot  water  supply  and  other  amenities 
under  the  Housing  Act,  1949  became  better  known  and  70  such  grants 
were  made.  In  this  district  where  nearly  all  the  older  houses  are 
soundly  built  of  local  stone  it  is  possible  to  make  them  into  most 
attractive  dwellings  by  means  of  careful  replanning,  and  thus  give 
them  a renewed  lease  of  life.  The  early  type  of  back  to  back  house 
with  its  cellar  head  sink  is  however,  too  small  for  effective  improve- 
ment and  usually  must  be  dealt  with  by  means  of  clearance. 

Action  to  secure  the  closure  or  demolition  of  individual  unfit 
houses  continued  during  the  year  with  the  assistance  of  the  Housing 
Committee.

The  9 cottages  known  as  Eldwick  Beck  were  taken  over  by  a new 
owner  during  the  year  who  immediately  put  in  hand  very  extensive 
schemes  of  reconditioning. 

The  Bingley  Main  Street  (S.W.)  Compulsory  Purchase  Order 
was  made  on  March  26th,  1956  and  the  Public  Inquiry  was  held  on 
December  12th,  1956.  The  Order  covers  72  properties  originally 
built  as  houses  with  60  still  used  as  such  and  a population  of  141 
persons. 

Considerable  opposition  was  made  at  the  Inquiry  particularly  in 
regard  to  the  inclusion  in  the  Order  of  the  Crown  Inn  and  shops 
abutting  on  the  Main  Street.  Eventually  the  Order  was  confirmed 
with  the  exception  of  the  Crown  Inn. 

It  is  expected  that  the  next  area  to  be  dealt  with  will  concern 
the  streets  to  the  West  of  Main  Street. 

977  houses  were  inspected  during  the  year  and  142  houses  were 
repaired  and  made  fit.

Dr.  Buckle^  Hon.  Medical  Officer  to  the  Association,  reports  as 
follows: — 

“ The  work  of  the  Shipley  Branch  of  the  F.P.A.  has  continued 
smoothly  over  the  past  year. 

The  institution  of  a second  medical  team  has  proved  most  satis- 
factory— Dr.  Ling  and  I have  seen  a total  of  1,797  patients,  of  which 
594  were  new  patients. 

It  will  be  noted,  from  the  figures  set  out  below,  that  the  propor- 
tion of  new  patients  from  the  Bradford  area  is  even  more  marked  than 
in  1955-56. 
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We  have  had  an  increased  number  of  patients  referred  to  us  from 
psychiatric  clinics,  and  general  practitioners  have  continued  to  refer 
patients  to  us. 

Financial  stringency  continues  to  be  the  reason  most  often  given 
by  patients  seeking  our  advice.  Patients  find  it  difficult  to  provide 
for  more  than  2 — 3 children  and  maintain  what  they  consider  to  be 
a good  standard  of  living. 

I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  nursing  staff,  voluntary  helpers 
and  Red  Cross  members,  who  have  given  their  assistance  throughout 
the  year.”

Health  Visiting* 

Every  endeavour  was  made  to  diminish  routine  work  of  Health 
Visitors  in  the  Clinics,  substituting  as  was  appropriate  either  Assistant 
Health  Visitors  or  clerical  staff.  The  Health  Visitor  is  thereby  enabled 
to  concentrate  on  group  teaching  in  the  Clinic  and  personal  advice  in 
the  home. 

Apart  from  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  and  Assistant  Health 
Visitors  who  undertake  Clinic  duties  at  Somerset  House  and  Myrtle 
Park  Clinics,  10  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  work  in  the  Div- 
ision, 4 of  whom  are  allotted  to  Shipley.  The  Health  Visitor  is  now 
the  General  Practitioner  for  Public  Health  in  her  area,  covering  every 
aspect  of  Public  Health  work.  Highly  trained,  versatile,  she  has 
unlimited  scope  for  her  skill  and  zeal.  Health  Education,  Mother- 
craft  and  Parentcraft  increasingly  figure  in  her  duties,  and  in  my 
opinion  more  general  use  of  her  specialised  knowledge  would  reduce 
the  multiplicity  of  Social  Workers  in  the  field.
